Thb Court of Convocation was oonstitated in 1884, there being then 
thirty graduates qualified for membership. 



ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Thb first meeting of the Goonoil of the University appointed 
nnder « The University Act, 1870," took place on tiie 81st day 
of May, 1871, as appointed by Proclamation mider the hand of 
His Excellency the Governor, dated the 25th day of April, 1871. 



On the 7th June, 1871, the Council proceeded to the election 
of the Chancellor and Yice-Chancellor. Henry John Tancred 
was elected Chancellor; Hugh Carleton was elected Vice- 
Chancellor : both these officers to hold office for two years from 
the date of election. 



On the 14th April, 1878, Henry John Tancred was re-elected 
Chancellor, and Hugh Carleton Vice-Chancellor: both officers 
to hold office for five years firom the 7th of June, 1888. 



On the 8rd March, 1875, Henry John Tancred was re-elected 
Chancellor, and Hugh Carleton Vice-Chancellor : both officers 
to hold office for five yeard from that date. 



On the 8rd March, 1880, Henry John Tancred was re-elected 
Chancellor, and James Hector was elected Vice-Chancellor: 
both officers to hold office for five years from that date. 



On the 26th February, 1885, James Hector was elected 
Chancellor in the place of Henry John Tancred, deceased, and 
John Chapman Andrew was elected Vice-Chancellor : both 
officers to hold office for five years firom that date.

OF THB 



NEW ZEALAND UNIVERSITT. 



CHAI^TER I.-REPEAX-ING. 



STATUTE REPEALING EXISTING STATUTES AND 
REGULATIONS, AND SAVING EXISTING RIGHTS- 

In order to enable the University more easUy to perform its 
fdnctions, and for this purpose to repeal the Statutes and 
Regulations now in force, and to make other Statutes in lieu 
thereof: 

Be it enacted as follows : — 

All Statutes and Regulations of the University in force before 
the first day of March, one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
two, are hereby repealed : Provided always that any rights or 
privileges which may have accrued under the said Statutes and 
Regulations shall be as valid as though this Statute had not 
been made : And be it further enacted that every Statute made 
by the Senate shall be distinguished by a Short Title, indicating 
the subject of such Statute, and may be cited or referred to by 
each Short Title. 




StATUtES. 
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THE CALENDAR. 

There shall be a Uniyersitj Calendar, the announcements in 
which shall be and shall be deemed to be sufficient official 
announcements to all members of the University. 

THE SEAL OF THE UNIVERSITY. 

The seal shall bear the following blazon : Within a circular 
ribbon, and on a ground diapr^e, an antique escocheon, bearing, 
azure, between four estoils of eight points in cross argent, a book 
open fesswise of the same, edged and indexed proper. Motto : 
On an escrol argent fimbriated gules surmounting the ground 
diapr^e and passing behind the escocheon, the words '* Sapere 
aude." 

MEETINGS OP THE SENATE. 

I. The Senate of the University in session assembled shall 
convene and appoint the time and place of meeting of the said 
Senate for each successive session, and so on from session to 
session. 

II. The Chancellor, or the Vice-Chancellor, or, in case of 
the absence of both from the colony, the Registrar, shall convene 
a meeting of the Senate upon a written requisition of not less 
than ten Fellows, setting forth the objects for which the meeting 
is required to be convened ; and the meeting shall be called not 
less than thirty days after the receipt of the requisition by the 
Chancellor, or Vice-Chancellor, or Registrar, as the case may be. 

in. The Chancellor, or, in his absence from the colony, the 
Vice-Chancellor, may of his own proper motion convene special 
meetings of the Senate. 

THE REGULATION OP PROXIES. 
I. Proxies shall be delivered in form as follows : — 

" I, A.B., do hereby empower CD. to exercise my right 
of voting at E.F. meeting of the Senate of the 
University of New Zealand." 

n. Any Fellow having given such proxy shall retain the 
right of cancelling that proxy or suspending it in regard to any 
specified question, either by letter or telegram addressed to the 
Chancellor or Vice-Chancellor. 
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til. No proxy shall be available for any session save the one 
for which it was given. 

DIPLOMAS. 

I. Each successfal candidate for a degree shall receive a 
diploma under the hand of the Chancellor, sealed with the 
University seal, certifying that such a degree has been conferred. 
The form of such diploma shall be as follows : — 

*' A.B. has been duly admitted to the degree of 
in the University of New Zealand. 

" Given under my hand this day of , 

one thousand eight hundred and 

"CD., Chancellor." 

n. Each successfal candidate for Honours shall receive a 
diploma under the hand of the Chancellor, sealed with the seal 
of the University, in the following form : — 

** A.B. has been duly admitted to the degree of Master of 
Arts in the University of New Zealand, with 
class Honours in 

" Oiven under my hand this day of , one 

thousand eight hundred and 

*' CD., Chancellor.*' 

ACADEMIC DEESS. 

I. The robe for the Chancellor of the University is a black- 
velvet gown, with scarlet-velvet collar and facings embroidered 
VTith gold. 

n. The robe for the Yice-Chancellor is a black-velvet gown, 
with scarlet-velvet collar and facings embroidered with gold less 
richly than that for the Chancellor. 

m. The costume of a Fellow of the University is a black-silk 
gown edged with scarlet cord, and a black-velvet trencher with 
tassel. 

IV. The robe for the Begistrar is black-silk, with scarlet-silk 
collar and facings. 

Y. Graduates must appear at all public ceremonies of the 
University in the academical costume proper to their degree, but 
graduates admitted ad eundem may wear the academical costume 
of their own University. 

VI. The gown for the Bachelor of Arts is the same as that 
of the Cambridge Bachelor of Arts; the hood is of the same size 
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and shape as that of the Cambridge Master of Arts, and is lined 
with pink silk and bordered with white fur. 

YII. The gown for the Master of Arts is the same as that of 
the Cambridge Master of Arts ; the hood is the same size and 
shape as that of the Cambridge Master of Arts, and is lined with 
pink silk: 

Vni. The gown for the Bachelor of Laws is the same as 
that of the Bachelor of Arts ; the hood is of the same size and 
shape as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is lined with light-blue 
silk, and bordered with white for. 

IX. The gown for the Doctor of Laws is the same as that of 
the Master of Arts ; the hood is of the same size and shape as 
that of the Master of Arts, and is lined with light-blue silk. 

X. The cap for all graduates is a black trencher with tassel. 
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AFFILIATED INSTITUTIONS. 

I. Collegiate or sohola'^tic institutions in the colony may be 
affiliated under the following conditions : — 

(a.) That such institutions provide, for the purpose of 
teaching and lecturing, lecture-rooms with suitable 
apparatus and appliances. 

(6.) That for a period of not less than six months in each 
year lectures shall be regularly given by the teachers 
and lecturers of such institutions. 

(c.) That it be shown to the satisfaction of the Senate 
that such institutions are competent to supply, 
through their professors, lecturers, and teachers, a 
three years' course of instruction in Latin, Pure 
Mathematics, and not less than four of the other 
subjects of study prescribed for the B.A. degree. 

n. It shall be the duty of the governing body of each affi- 
liated institution to make a report to the Senate, in the month of 
December in each year, of the number and subjects of lectures 
delivered to the undergraduates in such institution during the 
year last past, and such report shall include a statement of the 
terms kept, the conditions on which attendance is reckoned, and 
the general course of instruction followed. 

in. Any institution affiliated to the University may cease to 
be so affiliated upon application to that effect being made by the 
governing body of such institution to the Chancellor, or by 
resolution of the Senate if the annual report be not made, or if 
the report shall fail to show that the three years* course of 
instruction required in the conditions of affiliation is duly 
suppHed. 

lY. Each affiliated institution shall, between the first day of 
October and the 81st day of December in each year, hold 
examinations in all the subjects taught under the conditions of 
affiliation in which students may desire to be examined. 

The names of the undergraduates who shall have passed the. 
several examinations shall be forwarded to the Be^strar, 
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ADMISSION AD EUNDEM. 

I. Any person may be admitted without examination as an 
undergraduate member of the University of New Zealand who 
shall have passed the Matriculation Examination or completed 
any part of his undergraduate course at any of the under- 
mentioned Universities — namely, Oxford, Cambridge, Glasgow, 
Aberdeen, St. Andrew's, Edinburgh, Dublin, Durham, London, 
Queen's University of Ireland, Eoyal University of Ireland, 
Victoria University, Sydney, Melbourne, or Adelaide ; or who is 
an Associate in Arts of either of the Universities of Oxford or 
Cambridge ; and shall be considered of the same standing as 
regards the keeping of terms only as if he had been an under- 
graduate member of the University of New Zealand : Provided 
always that he shall give to the Eegistrar, to the satisfaction of 
the Chancellor, evidence of good conduct at any such University.* 

II. Any person who shall have been admitted to the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts, Master of Arts, Bachelor of Medicine, 
Doctor of Medicine, Bachelor of Laws, Doctor of Laws, Bachelor 
of Music, Doctor of Music, Bachelor of Science, Doctor of 
Science, in any of the following Universities — namely, Oxford, 
Cambridge, Glasgow, Aberdeen, St. Andrew's, Edinburgh, 
Dublin, Durham, London, Queen's University of Ireland, Eoyal 
University of Ireland, Victoria University, Sydney, Melbourne, 
or Adelaide — may be admitted by the Senate to the same degree 
in the University of New Zealand. Candidates shall, on or 
before the first day of the meeting of the Senate in any year, 
lodge with the Eegistrar as evidence a diploma or calendar of 
the University to which they have formerly belonged, or a 
certificate of the Eegistrar or other recognised ofl&cer of the 
said University, together with proof of their identity by means 
of a statutory declaration or a certificate from a member of the 
Senate. 

III. The fee for admission ad eundem, either as a graduate or 
as an undergraduate, shall be two guineas, and shall be paid by 
the applicant at the time of making application for such 
admission. 

* Applioanti under this seotioii mast send to the Begistrar— (a) Any evideooe in 
their possession of their standing at their former University ; (b) A fee of two 
goineas; (c) A statutory declaration of identity.

OHAI»XER V.-EXAJMUNAXIONS. 



CONDUCT OP UNIVEBSITY EXAMINATIONS. 

I. The examinations shall be held at such places within the 
colony as shall be appointed by the Chancellor, and at the times 
notified in the Calendar for each year. 

n. No candidate shall be admitted to any examination miless 
he give notice in writing of his intention to present himself for 
such examination ; nor unless such notice be in the hands of the 
Eegistrar by the date notified in the Calendar for the giving of 
such notice, and be accompanied by the prescribed fee.* 

m. The examinations shall be conducted by means of papers 
to be severally prepared by the Examiners, and three hours shall 
be allowed for each paper. 

IV. Candidates shall write out answers to the questions in 
the presence of a Supervisor, who shall be appointed by the 
Chancellor, and in accordance with such detailed instru(itions as 
may be furnished by the Chancellor. 

V. The written answers shall be transmitted by the Super- 
visor to the Eegistrar, and shall by him be transmitted to the 
Examiners — that is to say, each answer to the Examiner who 
set the paper, who shall examine the same and report thereon to 
the Chancellor. 

YI. The Examiners and Supervisors shall receive such re- 
muneration for their services as the Senate shall in each case 
determine. 

YII. As soon as convenient after the examination, each 
Examiner shall return the papers of the candidates to the 
Eegistrar, or to the University's Agent in the country where the 
Examiners may reside.

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TERMS AND LECTUEES. 

L Any student matrionlated to the University, whose name 
shall be upon the books of an afiGiiated institution, and who shall 
have attended its lectures and passed its annual examination, 
shall be deemed to have kept the terms of the year : Provided 
that attendance at such lectures shall not be compulsory in the 
case of undergraduates residing more than ten miles from such 
institutions, or who may be engaged in acquiring a profession or 
trade or in earning a liveUhood :* Provided, further, that any 
student may, on giving notice in writing to the Chancellor, place 
his name on the books of some afi&liated institution other than 
that at which he may have originally entered. 

II. All undergraduates exempted from attendance at lectures 
under the first proviso of Section I. of this Statute may, instead 
of passing any College examination, pass an annual examination 
in three degree subjects, to be conducted by Examiners appointed 
by the Chancellor for that purpose : Provided that no under- 
graduate so exempted shall present himself for examination, 
either at the annual examination or at the ordinary examinations 
for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, in any branch of the following 
subjects — Physical Science, Chemistry, and Natural Science — 
unless he shall have satisfied the Chancellor that he has been 
attending a regular course of instruction at some affiliated 
institution in the subject in which he presents himself for 
examination : Provided also that in the annual examinations 
every such undergraduate shall pass in not fewer than five 
separate subjects before he can be admitted to the final examina- 
tion for the degree of Bachelor of Arts ; and that every such 
undergraduate who shall present himself a second time for 
examination in any subject shall be required to pass an exa- 
mination of a higher character than that which he has already 
passed in the same subject : Provided also that no such under- 
graduate shall be allowed to pass an examination more than twice 
in any one subject. 

III. All undergraduates who are admitted to an annual 
examination under this Statute shall pay a fee of one guinea for 
each subject taken at such annual examination. 

* Undergraduates desiring to take advantage of the proyiaions of thia clause

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THE BOWEN PEIZE. 

I. — There shall be a yearly prize, to be called the " Bowen 
Prize," of the value of not less than five pounds (£5), to be given 
for the best essay, as hereinafter provided. The prize, if a 
medal, shall be impressed with the arms of the University, and 
with the words "Bowen Prize'* on the obverse side of the medal, 
and if of books, each volume shall be impressed with the arms 
of the University, and shall be suitably bound. 

n. The prize shall be open to all matriculated students of 
the University who shall not have taken their degree. 

m. The Examiners shall be the Chancellor, the Vice- 
Ohancellor, and one other person to be appointed by the Senate 
of the University in each year: Provided that such last- 
mentioned person shall hold office till the appointment of his 
successor : Provided also that, in the case of a vacancy occur- 
ring in the above-mentioned body of Examiners, the Chancellor, 
or in his absence, or in case of his inability from any cause to 
act, the Yice-Chancellor shall appoint some fit person to supply 
such vacancy. 

IV. The subject for the essay shall be selected by the 
Examiners appointed as above, or any two of them, and shall be 
given out in the month of March in each year ; and the essays 
shall be sent in to the Eegistrar before the thirty-first day of 
December next ensuing.* 

V. The subject of the essay shall be connected with or shall 
bear reference to British History, or the history, institutions, 
or destinies of the British Colonies, or any of them. 

Subject for the Msay, 1887 : The political, social, and industrial tendencies of 
Democracy in the Colonies. 



* The essays mnst be sent in with a motto prefixed, but without the name of 
the writer attached thereto. The name and address of the candidate must be 
enclosed in a separate sealed envelope^ on the outside of which is to be written th9 
motto prefixed fo the esaa^. 
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THE SCHOLABSHIP FUND. 

I. The sum of one thousand five hundred pounds out of the 
annual income of the University shall be appropriated yearly, 
and paid into a separate account, for the estabhshment from 
time to time of scholarships according to regulations to be made 
by the Senate. Any sums which may not have been expended 
during any year out of funds appropriated to scholarships may 
be invested from time to time as the Senate may direct, and the 
interest accruing thereon shall be available for increasing, as 
occasion may require, the number of scholarships. The balance 
of the University funds shall be appropriated to defraying the 
expenditure incident to the conduct of examinations, and for the 
general purposes of the University, as may be directed by the 
Senate. 

THE VALUE AND TENUEE OF ORDINABY SCHOLAR- 

SHIPS. 

I. There shall be ordinary Scholarships of two kinds, to be 
called Junior and Senior Scholarships respectively. 

U. The Junior Scholarships shall be of the annual value of 
£45. The Senior Scholarships shall be of an annual value to 
be fixed each year by the Senate at its annual meeting. 

in. The number of Senior Scholarships to be awarded each 
year shall be six. The number of Junior Scholarships to bo 
awarded each year shall be fixed by the Senate at the annual 
meeting previous to the examination for such Scholarships. 

IV. Any junior scholar who may become entitled to the 
benefit of a Senior Scholarship shall thereby vacate his Junior 
Scholarship ; and no scholar shall in any case receive the emolu- 
ments of more than one Scholarship at the same time. 

JUNIOR SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I. The Junior Scholarships shall be open to candidates 
between the ages of sixteen and twenty-one years who have not 
entered upon the University course, and shall be tenable for 
three years, unless otherwise herein provided. 

n. Candidates for Junior Scholarships must state the schools

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m. The Junior Scbolarships shall be awarded at an exami- 
nation to be held annually at the same time as the Matriculation

Y. As soon as possible after the holding of the Junior Scholar- 
ship Examination, a list shall be pubUshed of those candidates 
who shall have obtained not less than 1,600 marks each : 
Provided that for the purposes of this Ust no marks shall be 
counted in any subject in which the candidate shall have 
obtained less than one-fifth of the value assigned to that sub- 
ject in Section lY. of this Statute. The names shall be placed 
in order of merit, with the number of marks obtained in each 
subject. 

YI. No person shall be entitled to hold a Junior Scholarship 
unless within three months after its acquisition he shall have 
matriculated as a member of the University, and shall have 
entered his name upon the books of some affiliated institution,

YII. A Junior Scholarship shall become vacant by neglect

was unable from illness or other sufficient cause to attend.

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Yin. All junior scholars, unless for any reason specially 
excused by the Chancellor, shall, as a condition of holding their 
Scholarship, be required, at the end of their second year after 
matriculation, to pass in one section of their examination for 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts, or of Bachelor of Science. 

IX. The fee for the examination for Junior Scholarships 
shall be one guinea ; but all candidates who are admitted to

Students who 
have passed the Preliminary Examination of Medical Students, 
Junior Scholars, and unsuccessful candidates for Junior Scholar- 
ships who, in the opinion of the Chancellor, upon the report of 
the Examiners, are fit to be matriculated,, shall be held to have 
passed the Mat^culation Examination.

A Bachelor of Science may obtain the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts by keeping one year's terms and passing in 
two of the subjects of the examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts, on condition that the two subjects are such 
as he has not passed in already, and one of the two subjects 
must be Latin unless he has already passed in Latin. 

Vin. A Bachelor of Laws may obtain the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts by passing in Pure Mathematics and in two other subjects 
of the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, on con- 
dition that the two subjects are such as he has not passed in 
already. 
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IX. Teachers in affiliated institutions, and certificated 
teachers of good repute in any school established or conducted 
under the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly or of a 
Provincial Council of this colony, having been in the practice of 
their profession for at least five years, who have passed the first 
section of the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, 
may be admitted to the final examination on payment of the 
ordinary fee, without matriculation and the keeping of University 
terms ; and on passing that examination shall be entitled to all 
the other privileges of graduates of the University of the same 
standing, anything in other Statutes of the University notwith- 
standing : Provided that every teacher admitted to examination 
under this clause shall signify to the Chancellor, not later than 
the first day of September preceding the examination, the sub- 
jects in which he shall elect to be examined.

No medical student shall be registered unless he either 
has passed in all the subjects of the Preliminary Examination 
of Medical Students except Biology, or is a graduate of a Uni- 
versity in Arts or Science ; nor until he has produced evidence 
of having commenced medical study ; and every graduate regis- 
tered as a medical student, and every medical student that does 
not pass in Biology when he passes in the other subjects of the 
Preliminary Examination, must either before or at the time of 
passing his first professional examination pass the Examination 
in Biology, as defined for the Preliminary Examination. 

III. The commencement of medical study shall not be 
reckoned as dating earlier than fifteen days before the date of 
registration. 

IV. No candidate shall be admitted to the final examination 
for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine whose name has not been 
on the Medical Register for at least forty- two months previously.

Certificates in subjects of medical instruction other than 
Chemistry shall be accepted from Medical Schools in New

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XrV. Any candidate who produces satisfactory evidence that 
he has passed an examination in Chemistry, or in Anatomy, or 
in Physiology, Pathology, or in Materia Medica, required for a 
degree in Medicine at a University in the United Kingdom or in 
the Colonies, or for the fellowship of the Eoyal College of 
Surgeons of England, shall, subject to the approval of the 
Chancellor, be exempt from examination in these subjects. 



THE DEGEEE OP DOCTOE OF MEDICINE. 

I. A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Medicine must be 
a graduate of a University in Arts or in Science, and not less 
than twenty-four years of age.

The piano- 
forte and other stringed instruments. Motion of 
sounding air-columns. Flute and reed stops of the 
organ. Orchestral wind instruments. The human 
voice. Literference. Beats. Helmholtz*s theory 
of consonance and dissonance. Combination tones. 
Consonant chords. Construction of the musical 
scale. Exact and tempered intonation. Equal tem- 
perament. Systems of pitch notation. 

No knowledge of mathematics beyond arithmetic shall be reqoirep 
to satisfy the Examiners in this subject. 

in. Any candidate may be admitted to the preliminary 
examination in Music who has previously passed the Matricula- 
tion Examination, provided that at the time of announcing his 
intention of presenting himself for the preliininary examination 
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in Musio he produces a certificate, signed by two or more trast- 
worthy persons, that he has been studying or practising music 
for two years. 

IV. The exercise must be a composition on a sacred or secu- 
lar subject, written for the occasion, and such as would occupy 
about twenty minutes in performance, and must fulfil the follow- 
ing conditions : — 1.

1. The Statute, *' Affiliated Institutions." 

The provisions requiring that the class-lists and papers set 
for the annual College examinations be sent to the Registrar are 
repealed. 

2. The Statute, " Conduct of Univbbsity Examinations." 

The forwarding of examination fees is made a condition 
necessary for acceptance of any candidate's notice for examina- 
tion. 

3. The Statxttb, " The Entbance Examination," 

Is repealed, its provisions being embodied in the new Statute 
" Matriculation." 

4. The Statute, ** Junior Scholarships." 

The wording of Section III. (1st clause) is slightly altered. 
The prescriptions for French and German are changed, as far as 
regards paper (6.). A new Section (V.) is enacted, providing 
for the publication of a list of those candidates obtaining at least 
1,500 marks. The fee for the Junior Scholarship Examination 
is made (including matriculation) two guineas: the second 
guinea to count towards the candidate's first degree examina- 
tion.

clearer. 

12. The Statute, " The Prelimxnary Examination of Medical 

Students." 
The definition of Algebra is limited, so as to include only 
Simple Equations. The standard of the subject Biology is 
fixed. The fee for the Examination is made two guineas; 
and, for Biology, if taken separately, one guinea. 

18. The Statute, " The Degree of Bachelor of Medicine." 
Section I. is repealed, and a new section enacted, to provide 
that no student can be admitted to the third professional exami- 
nation till he has kept four years' terms. 

14. The Statute, " The Degree of Doctor of Medicine." 

Candidates for the M.D. degree must be graduates in Arts 
or Science (excepting in the case of students registered before 
1887). The examination fee is made five guineas. 

16. The Statute, " The Degree of Bachelor of Laws.'* 

The fee for each of the second and third examinations is 
made three guineas. 

16. The Statute, "The Degree of Doctor of Laws.'* 
The examination fee is made five guineas. 

17. The Statute, " University Fees.** 

This Statute is repealed, and a new one enacted, embodying

respectmg admission to the Boyal Military College, if he is in 
other respects qualified under those Begulations. 

n. The Begulations prescribe that a Cadet must be between 
seventeen and twenty-two years of age on admission to the 
College ; the date of admission being the first day of September. 
The successful candidate will be required to send certificates of 
age, and of moral character for the preceding four years, to the 
MiHtary Secretary, Horse Guards, so as to reach him by the 
first day of August. 

m. The course of study at the Boyal Military College 
extends through one year. At the end of the first term, the 
Cadet has to pass an examination in the work of the term, and 
failure at the examination involves the loss of a term. There 
is another examination at the end of the course, and those who 
pass a satisfactory examination become entitled to Commissions 
in the Army as Second Lieutenants, and may be gazettpd to 
regiments in the order in which they pass. 

lY. The payment to be made on behalf of a Cadet varies 
from £20 for the son of an officer who has died in the service, 
and whose family is left in pecuniary distress, to £125 for the 
son of a private gentleman. A further payment of £25 for 
uniform, books, &c., and a deposit of £5 on account, for con- 
tingent expenses, are required. The pay of a Cadet is 3s. a day. 
For further information, intending candidates may refer to the 
Begulations pubUshed in the New Zealand Gazette, 29th Sep- 
tember, 1881. 

V. Graduates in Arts of the University of New Zealand are 
recognised by the War Office as entitled to compete on equal 
terms with those members of other Universities who, without 
being required to pass either the preliminary or the further 
examination, are allowed to compete amongst themselves for 
admission to the Boyal Military College,

CHARTER OF THE UNIVERSITY. 



Victoria, by the Graoe of God, of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland Queen, Defender of the Faith, Empress of 
India : To all to whom these presents shall come, greeting : 

Whebbas, under and by virtue of the provisions of two Acts, the 
Short Titles whereof are respectively '' The New Zealand University 
Act, 1^4/' and ** The New Zealand University Act 1874 Amendment 
Act, 1875,'' the body corporate established by *' The New Zealand 
University Act, 1870," has been reconstituted, and declared to be a 
University, consisting of a Chancellor, a Vice-Chancellor, Fellows, 
and graduates, and as such has been incorporated and made a body 
peHtic, with perpetusd succession, under the name of '' The University 
of New Zealand," with power to grant the several degrees of Bachelor 
and Master of Arts, and Bachelor and Doctor in Law, Medicine, and 
Music : And whereas our Bight Trusty and entirely-beloved Cousin 
and Councillor, George Augustus Const antine, Marquis of Normanby, 
Esight Commander of our Most Distinguished Order of Saint Michael 
and Saint George, now our Governor and Commander-in-Chief in and 
over our said colony, hath moved us to grant Letters Patent requiring 
all our subjects to recognise the degrees given under the said recited 
Acts, in the same manner as if the said degrees had been granted by 
a University of the United Kingdom Now know ye that We, 
taking tlie premises into consideration, and deeming it to be the duty 
of our ..jyal Oflfioe, for the promotion of sound learning, to hold 
forth to all classes and denominations of our faithful subjects, without 
auy distinction whatever through our dominions, encouragements for 
pi»siiing a regular and liberal course of education, and considering 
that many persons do prosecute or complete their studies in the 
6eiony of New Zealand on whom it is just to confer such distinctions 
and rewards as may induce them to persevere in such their laudable 
pnrsuits, do by virtue of our prerogative and of our special grace, 



eertain knowledge, and mere motion, by these presents, for tls, our 
heirs and SHCoessors, will, grant, and declare that the degrees of 
Bachelor and Master in Arts, and Bachelor and Doctor in Law, 
Medicine, and Mnsio, hereafter to be granted or conferred bj the 
said Uniyersity of New Zealand, shall be recognised as academic 
distinctions and rewards of merit, and be entitled to rank, precedence, 
and consideration in our United Kingdom and in our colonies and 
possessions throughout the world, as fully as if the said degrees bad 
been granted by any Uniyersity of our said United Kingdom : And 
We further will and ordain that no yariation of the constitution of

NEW ZEALAND UNIVERSm ACTS. 

TTniverdty Aety 1874. 

An Aot to repeal "The New Zealand University Act, Tiue^ 
1970," and to reconstitute the University created there- 
under. [31«^ Auguti, l«74.] 

Whebbas an Act intituled the ** New Zealand University Preamuid. 
Act, 1870,'* (hereinafter referred to as "the said Act"), 
was passed by the General ABsembly of New Zealand to 
promote sound learning in the Colony of New Zealand, 
and with that intent to establish and incorporate a 
University within the said colony, having perpetual 
succession and a common seal : And whereas a University 
was established under the said Act, and certain persona 
were appointed to be a Council by the Governor in 
Council, and the said Council has adopted a common seal 
and made statutes and regulations for the conduct of the 
business of the University, and has held examinations and 
performed other duties within their authority: And 
whereas the provisions of the said recited Act have not 
been found sufficient or satisfactory ; and it is expedient 
to repeal the same, and to amend the law made on that 
behalf: 

Be it thebbfobe enacted by the General Assembly 
of New Zealand in Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : — 

1. The Short Title o£ this Act shaU be "The New short Title. 
Zealand University Act, 1874." 

2. "The New Zealand University Act, 1870," is hereby 'TheNewzcv 
lepeaiea. ^ct. i870," r©. 

8. All statutes and regulations made by the University ^^ 
created by the said Act in force at or immediately before Saving existing 
the passing of this Aot shall, until they be altered or '^^**' *^- 
repealed hereunder, remain in force as statutes and regula- 
tions of the University as constituted by this Act ; and 
lU rights, liabihties, and contracts existing, and all actions 
md proceedings pending, at the time of the coming into 
)peration of this Act, of, by, or agj.in t the University 
created by the said Act, shall, on the coming into opera- 
tion of this Act, be vested in and attached to, and bo 
enforoedt carried on, and prosecuted by or against^ the

UniYetBity as ccmstititted by this Ao4 ; and sXL peraoia 
holding degrees m or bdng members of ihe University 
created by th« said Aet at the time of the coming into 
operation of this Act shall tii^reupon be deemed to hoid 
the like degrees, or be members with the like grade or 
status, in the Uniir^rsitj constituted by this Aot. 
University 4. The body coi^rate established by the said Aot 

^J^^^^^d unjer the name of '* The University of New Zealand" 
the University sliall, any alteration made by this Act in the constitution 
iLidT^A^^he of the said body corporate notwithstanding, remain and 
inoorporated. be the University of New Zealand, and shall be a body 
politic and corporate by that name, and by that name 
shall have perpetual succession, and shall have a common 
seal, that is to say, the Common Seal of the University 
constituted by the said Act, and shall by the same name 
sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be 
answered unto, in all courts of the said Colony, and 
shall be capable in law to take, purchase, and hold all 
goods, chattels, and personal property whatsoev^, and 
shall also be able and capable in law to receive, ti^, 
purchase, and hold for ever, not only such lands, boiW- 
ings, hereditaments, and possessions as may from time to 
time be exc.usively used and occupied by tie said Univer- 
sity for its immediate requirements, biit also any other 
lands, buildings, hereditaments, and possessions what- 
soever situate in the said colony or elsewhere and shall be 
able and capalde in law to grant, demise, ahenate, or 
otherwise dispose of all or any of the property, real or 
personal belonging to the said University, and idso to do 
all other matters ami things incidental or i^>pertaining to 
a body politic. 
Property to be Any property, real or personal, of which the University 
J^cormtit ted* *^ Constituted under the said Act is seised at the time of 
riiveisity. the passing of this Act shall be the property of the 
University as constituted under this Aet: Provided 
always that, until the Convocation of the said University 
shall have, been constituted as herein enacted, the said 
body politic and corporate shall consist of the Senate to 
be nominated and appointed by the Governor in Council 
as hereinafter mentioned : Provided further that it shall 
not be lawful for the said University to alienate, mort- 
gage, charge, or demise any lands, tenements, heredita- 
inents of which it shall become seised, or to which it may 
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bdcome entitled by grant, purchase, or otherwise) unless 
with the approYid of the Governor in Oonncil lor the 
time bdng, except by way oi lease for any term not 
exceeding twenty-one years for rural land and sixty years 
for building land from the time when such lease shall be 
made ; and in and by such lease there shall be the highest 
r^t reserved that can be reasonably obtained for the 
laods, tenements, and hereditaments expressed to be 
thereby demised without fine. 

It is hereby expressly declared and enacted that the objects of 
University hereby established is so established not for the *°"*^^^'^'» 
pmpose of teaching, but for the purpose of encouraging 
in the manner hereinafter provided the pursuit of a liberal 
education, and ascertiuning by means of examination the 
persons who have acquired proficiency in literature, 
science, or art by the pursuit of a hberal course of educa- 
tiion, and of rewarding them by academical degrees and 
certafioaies oi proficiency as evidence of their respective 
attainments azKL marks of hoooor iHX)portioned thereunto. 

5. Hie University of Hew Zealand shall hereafter of what uni- 
Bonfiist of a Chancellor, a Vice-Owncellor, Fellows, and ^""^*^ "°^'" 
G^raduates. 

There sht^ be twenty-loor faSows, including the 
Ohanc^lor an^ Yice-Chanoellor. 

The persons who immediat^y before Ihe coming into 
operation of this Act were the members of the Council 
of the University created by the same Act shall, on the 
coming into operation of this Act, be Fellows, together 
with such o^er persons as ihe Governor in Council may 
appoint, not exceeding in all the said number of twenty- 
four. 

The graduates diail be the persons on whom the Uni- 
versky has conferred or shall l^reafter confer degrees. 

6. There shall be two Courts in the University, the two conrts- 
Senate and the Convocation, having respectively the SoSvocation. 
powers hereinafter specified. onvoca i 

7. Tlie Senate shall consist of the twenty-four Fellows ronatitntion oi 
aforesaid, and shall elect out of their own body a Senate. 
Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor for such period respec- 
tively, not exceeding in either case five years, as the said 

Senate dukU fix and determine ; but the persons who 



immediately before tiie oemisg inio operation of this Act 
were respectively the ChanoeUor and Vice- Chancellor of 
the Uniyeraity created by the said Act shall on the coming 
into ^eratiuu of this Act be, and shall for such period 
as the Governor shall determine, not exceeding one year 
from the passing of this Act, remain rftspectively the 
Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor of the University as con- 
stitated by this Act. 

Whffliever a vacancy shall occur in the oflSce of Chan- 
cellor or Vice-Chancellor, either by death, resignation, or 
expiration of tenure, or otherwise, the said Senate shall 
elect out of their own body a Chancellor or Vice-Cfean- 
cellor, as the case may be ; and, subject to ^e provisions 
hereinafter contained, all vacancies which shi^ occur in 
the said Senate, by death, resignaticna, or otherwise, shall 
be filled as they occur by the election of such persons as 
the Senate and Convocation alternately shall choose, 
subject to the approval of the Governor m Conned — that 
is to say, that the Senate shs^ proceed to fill up by 
election the first vacancy that may oceur, and subsequently 
every alternate vacancy ; and the Convocation shs^ pro- 
ceed to fill up the second vacancy and every alternate 
vasancy after the second, as hereinafter provided; 
Provided always that, until a Convocation shall be duly 
constituted as hereinafter provided, the Governor in 
Council shall appoint persons to be Fellows to fill all 
yacanoies in the Senate, by death, resignation, or other- 
wise. 

Constftwtioo of 8. The following graduates of the University for the 
Ujttvoeatkuu time being shall constitute the Convocation of the 
University — that is to say, all graduates above the d^ee 
of Bachelor and all Bachelors of two years' standing; 
and the Convocation shall be constituted so soon as the 
number of graduates admitted upon examination, and who 
shall be qualified as aforesaid, shall amount to thirty. 

Register of * 9. A register of the graduates constituting for the time 
|»^e« «»- being the Convocation oi the said University shall be kept 
Tooation to be by such officer and in such manner as the Senate of the 
^P** said University shall from time to time appoint and direct ; 

which register shall be conclusive evidence that any person 
whase name shall appear thereon at the time of his claim-

10. The Senate shall have the entire management of s«iia«« to hayt 
and superintendence over the affairs, concerns, and pro- SSS?at XTal- 
perty of the University ; and in all cases improvided for ventty. 

in this Act it shall be lawful for the Senate to act in such 
manner as shall appear best calculated to promote the 
purposes intended by the University. 

The said Senate shall have full power to make and alter Power to make 
any statutes and regulations touching the examination foi- sSuute^&c. 
degrees and the granting of the same, and touching the 
mode and time of convening the meetings of the Senate 
and the meetings of the Convocation, and in general 
touching all other matters whatsoever regarding the 
University not otherwise especially provided for by this 
Act. 

All such statutes and regulations, when approved and 
sanctioned by the Governor in Council, shall be reduced 
into writing, and, the common seal of the University 
having been affixed thereto, shall be binding upon all 
members thereof and all candidates for degrees to be 
conferred by the same : Provided always that it shall not 
be lawfdl for the said Senate to impose on any person any 
eompnlsory religious examination or test. 

The production of a copy of any such statutes and 
regulations under the said seal sliail be sufficient evidence 
of the authenticity of the same in all Courts of justice. 

11. All questions which shall come before the Senate ProceedingB of 
shall be decided by the majority of the members present Senate. 

or voting by proxy as hereinafter provided; and the 
Chairman at any such meeting shall have a vote, and, in 
case of equality of votes, a second or casting vote. No 
question shall be decided at any meeting unless five 
Fellows shall be present at the time of such decision. At 
every meeting of the Senate, the Chancellor, or in his 
absence the Vice-Chancellor, shall preside as Chairman/ 
or, in the absence of both, a Chairman shall be chosen by 
the members present, or the major part of them. 

12. The Senate shall have full power from time to Senate to have 
time to appoint, and as they shall see occasion to remove, pSiSfiu2d?i. 
tf Examiners, officers, and servants of the said University : ^^re exami- 
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Provided that such power may be delegated to the CSian- 
oellor or Yico-Chancellor by resolution of the Senate 
subject to or without restriction, and such delegation ma; 
in like manner be revoked. 

rhi^MUortobe 13. The seal of the University shall be entrusted to 
seal. ^^ ^ the Chancellor, and shall not be afSzed to any document 
except by order of the Senate. 

Meetings of 14. The Senate shall meet at least once in every year, 

Fi^ meeting. ^^ 3u<^^ ^^^ ^^^ place as shall be determined by the 
Senate at its last meeting, such place of meeting to vary 
from year to jear ; and any Fellow who shall fail to 
attend at two consecutive annual meetings shall cease to 
be a Fellow of the University, and the Senate or Con- 
vocation, as the case may be, shall proceed to elect a 
Fellow to fill the vacancy, as hereinbefore provided. The 
Goveruor in Council shall determine the time and place 
for the first meeting of the Senate. 

15. The Convocation of the University shall have the 
i^^CoSJocation. powers following — that is to say : The power of electing a 
Fellow in the event of every second vacancy in the Senate 
by death, resignation, or otherwise : The power of dis- 
cussing anj matter whatsoever relating to the Universiiy, 
and of declaring the opinion of Convocation in any sudi 
matter : The power of accepting any charter for the 
University, or consenting to the surrender of such charter : 
provided nevertheless that the consent of the Senate shall 
be also requisite for the acceptance or surrender of any 
such charter: The power of deciding on the mode of 
conducting and registering the proceedings of Convocation: 
The power of appointing and removing a Clerk of Con- 
vocation, and of prescribing his duties. 

The Convocation shall have no other or further powers 
than as aforesaid. 

Nothing in this clause contained shall be held to restrain 
the Senate from accepting or surrendering any charter 
before Convocation shall have been constituted as he.ein- 
before provided.

meeting of Convocation shall be transmitted to the Senate 
if then sitting, and, if not, to the Senate at its next 
meeting. 

18. Notice of the meeting of Convocation shall be given Kotioeof meet- 
by advertisement, or in sach other manner as the Senate ^011° to be^^ 
shall from time to time determine, whenever a vacaucv or ▼ertiBed 
vacancies shall occur in the Senate requiring, as herciQ- 

before provided, the election of a Fellow or Fellows by 
Convocation. The Senate shall, as soon thereafter as 
conveniently may be, convene a meeting of Convocation ; 
and such meeting shall proceed to elect some person or ^^^^ 
persons to be a Fellow or Fellows, and such person or lowa. ° 
persons so elected shall be a Fellow or Fellows of the 
University, subject to the approval of the Governor in 
Council. Should Convocation fail to elect within one 
month from the date for which it may have been convened 
a person to fill a vacancy in the Senate, the Senate shall 
fill up the vacancy. 

19. A person shall be appointed by tiie Senate to preside obainnui of 
at the first meeting of Convocation, and at such meeting a convocation 
standing Chairman of Convocation shall be chosen by Uie 
members present, or voting by proxy as hereinafter pro- 
vided, or the major part of them. 

The Chairman shall hold office for three years, and shall 
be eligible for re-election. 

Should the Chairman be absent at any meeting, or the 
office be vacant, the majority of members present shall 
elect a Chairman, who shall hold office during suoh 
meeting only 

On the office of Chairman becoming vacant by effluxion Pxoceedmi^ of 
of time, death, resignation, or otherwise, Convocation AaAl oonvooa«flii.

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and servants, to be appointed by such Universitj, and 
towards paying the expenses of such scholarships, prizes, 
and exhibitions as shall be awarded for the encouragement 
of matriculated members of such University, and towards 
discharging all necessary charges connected with the 
management of the University : Provided that the annual 
grants made or agreed to be made to the affiliated institu- 
tions at Wellington, Auckland, and Nelson, may be con- 
tinued for a period not exceeding three years from the 
date of the passing of this Act, and that, excepting such 
annual grants for the three years aforesaid, no grants 
shall be made out of the said sum of three thousand 
pounds to any affiliated institution. 

Senate to make 28. The said Senate shall, during the month of April 

of'^v^ry^^^ in every year, report the proceedings of the University 

SuSin^^Mt ^^^ing *^6 previous year to the Governor, and such report 

yeSf^^" shall contain a full account of the income and expenditure 

of the said University, audited in such manner as the 

Governor may direct ; and a copy of every such report, 

and of all the statutes and regulations of the Universiiyi 

shall be laid in each year before the General Assembly. 

ScofflSoTidtor ^^' "^^^ Governor of the colony for the time being 
txomeio or ^^^^^ ^^ ^^^ Visitor of the said University, and shall have 
authority to do all things which appertain to Visitors in 
such manner as shall be from time to time directed by the 
Governor, with tlie approval of the Senate of the said 
University.

£*be*dtSit^to ^^^®^ ^c^» ^0^ a Colonial University, shall be deemed to 
have been reserved for the University of Otago, estab- 
lished imder an ordinance of the Legislature of the said 
province, and shall be granted to such University upon 
such trusts as shall be specified in any ordinance of such 
Legislature to be hereafter passed ; and all the net pro- 
ceeds from such lands or from the investment of such 
proceeds, after the payment of the expenses of the 
management of such lands, which before the grant of 
such lands to the University shall have accrued, shall be 
paid to the said University. 

The block of land in the province of Taranaki, con- 
sisting of ten thousand acres of land, taken under the 
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New Zealand settlements Act, and refened to in the 

Schedule to the University Endowment Act, shall be 
defined, by Proclamation by the Governor, as soon as 
conveniently may be after the passing of this Act, and 
Bhali thereupon be deemed to have been reserved under 
the last-mentioned Act. 

The Governor in Council may make regulations for 
placing to a separate account the proceeds from all lands 
within any province other than Otago reserved under 
"The University Endowment Act, 1808," or any other 
Act, for the purposes of a Colonial University ; and such 
proceeds, and the proceeds from the investment thereof, 
after the payment of the expenses of the management of 
such lands, shall be dealt with for promoting higher 
education in the respective provinces in which such 
reserves are situate, in such manner as the General 
Assembly may from time to time determine. All such 
of the said reserves as weie lands taken under the New 
Zealand Settlements Acts may, subject to this Act, be 
administered under *'The University Endowment - Act, 
1868,'* as if the same had been ordinary waste lands of 
the Crown.

University Endow tnent Act, 1868. 

An Act to provide for the Endowment of a Ool(mi»l 

University. [20th October, 1 868] . 

Whebkas the parcels of land mentioned and specified in 
the Schedule hereto have been reserved and set apart lor 
the purpose of endowment for a Colonial Universi^: 
And whereas doubts have arisen as to the validity of tke 
reservation of such parcels of land, or some of them, 
and it is es^edient to declare the validity of such reserva- 
tion, and to declare and define the purposes therecrf, and 
to make further provision for the reservation of otiier 
lands for the like purposes, and for the management of 
such reserves :
